Aa oflIM »^1WMrtel«t •»^niU to 
flMko t h o r opor t e d -ttnsartury ooadi- 
tion of some of the public schools a 
imlitlcal matter. If the board of 
<'ducaii()ii w<'re composed of demo- 
<r.it», insieail of principally republl- 
'•uns, very little, H aaythinc, wooM 
have been said. 

In liio first place. condHlons have 
l)cen grossly exaKRei-al'd. The con- 
dllions found so exist were only tem- 
porary, and result' d from a defect 
Hi plumliing. which unfortunately 
was not reported In a janitor who 
was new to the Job and didn't know 
that anything was the matter. 

This plumbing n the KchiK)ls Is 
said to be aouetbing like the heat- 
ing — very bad. The dsnoeraiio 
school boards of past years spent 
thoasaadaof dotla|«on plumbing and 
heating plants, and It Is said in near- 
ly every Instmnoe they got an abomln- 
abto Job. They are raapoaalhls for 
much of whatever vaaaaltarjr eoadl- 
itoas oKlat or may exist, booause 
there Is no money to take out the 
trad phirabtng and . heating plants 
and put in new. Judging from the 
complaints in past years the tax- 
payers muHi have had to pay dearly 
for this pIunihinK and heating, M 
l>olh have been constant sourcee of 
complaint, and wlien cold weathei 
arrives, there !s a pidbMbilil'' that the 
first ilniiL: u, ^l:all bear of will be 
thfr occKhional closiug of a school be- 
cauae of tbe bad heating facilities. 

We like to see pubHc officers get 
a aqnar* 'daal, althoa^ if some of 
them did wo few they woald have to 
aook graeaar flaMa and paatnres new. 
TiM aefeoola eaaaot get as mnch an; 
4or tho saeoad class charter as they 
«td vadanUm ioraar ckMtar. Th«y 
were formerly aUowa4 as mnch as 
fifty cents on the $100, but under 
the second claae charter they cannot 
draw over thirty-five cento on the 
hundred dollars, fifteen cents on thi 
hundred dollara less than they were 
getting before the transfer to the 
ftecoiid (lass. The reason this has 
handliapiied the schools is that tbe 
transfer to the second class did not 
'ncrtase tlie pruiicriy values, and The 
assessment not bavin); incr<-ased, and 
the board iM'inK liiniitd to liTi cents 
on tbe li'i'i. li caniKii K' ' emiiiKh to 
run the sc hools. wliDse i xiH-nses in- 
crease yeaily. 

The denioirat ir bciards In recent 
years drew .^it c« iii< <i,i ;he |100 for 
the schools most of the time, and 
aquandered it in a ooetly building 
•bout half of which Is not uaad. and
